Will Gossip. 


New York, Sept. 1.—[{Special.}— 
After further investigation, William 
Marconi is convinced he has inter- 
cepted wireless messages from Mars, 
J. H. C. MacBeth, London manager of 
the Marconi Wireless Telegraph com- 
Pany, Ltd., said at a Rotary club 
luncheon here today. | 

If that is true, Mr. MacBeth pre- 
dicted, inventive genius will decode 
the messages, thus establishing cam- 
munication between the two planets. 

Sig. Marconi’s announcement of his 
belief that Mars was sending out mes- 
sages was made twenty months ago. 
* Atmospheric disturbances” was the 
explanation of opposing scientists. 


The Interplanetary Primer. 
Mr. MacBeth predicted that some 
tureg could be prajected from planet to 
planet and following that the word 
describing each picture. By that meth- 
od, only an extension of the primer 
as used in our schools, languages could 
be taught across interplanetary space 
by means of “lantern slides.” 

“It is not impossible that in the near 
future lantern slides can be projected 
by radio,” Mr. MacBeth said. “Con- 
sider this latter possibility when sap- 
plied to interplanet communication. 
There is unknown life on Mars. There 
is the language barrier. By projection 
of a lantern slide showing a tree an 
operator on earth, provided we can gen: 
erate 160,000 meter wave lengths, can 
follow this with ‘tree’ repeated many 
times in international code until the 
Same dots and dashes are repeated by 
the other planet. Then follow this 
lantern slide with one showing a man’s 
figure and repeat ‘man’ in code. By 
this very shortly it would be possible 
to surmount language barriers and in- 
telligent communication be estab- 
shed.” 


What Marconi Believes. 

“The maximum length of waves pro- 
duced by radio stations in the world 
today is 17,000 meters,” Mr. MacBeth 
said. “ Until Marconi conducted his ex- 
periments on his yacht Electra in tthe 
Mediterranean several months ago, 
radio receiving apparatus was capable 
of receiving wave lengths up to 24/000 
meters. His receiving apparatus was 
tuned to many times this figure. With 
this he picked up waves estimated at 
150,000 meters, and their regularity dis- 
proved any belief that they were 
caused by electric disturbances. 

“The only resemblance to the code 
‘used on this planet is in the letter 'V’ 
of the international code. The 'V’ 
splashes were continued time after 
time, much after the manner of station 
calls or test signals sent out a ines 
radio 


Mars’ People Superior?

Mars: Astronomers assert their belief 
‘that life can

Peddlers of small wares, cigarets, 

sweets, berries, and bread are in the 
streets. In the large, open markets, 
where the peasants buy and sell, cloth- 
ing and other articles are to be had. 
While all forms of trade are now legal, 
the great majority of the people still 
get their supplies from the govern- 
ment, pricipally at the places where 
they work. Few, except the old,. the 
very young, and the unemployed, go 
for supplies to the government distrib- 
uting stores on the business streets. 


Wood for Power Plants. 


The trolley cars, very clean, well 
painted, modern, and apparently new, 
run regularly, but in diminished num- 
bers, as the power plant which fur- 
nishes both light and power to Mos- 
cow is now forced to burn wood. I 
had heard in America that the coal 
shortage in Russia is due to the fact 
that the miners and coal handlers. 
would not work. Nothing could be 


is vastly greater than the labor which 


further from the truth, as the labor ée 
securing wood in sufficient quantities | 
to run the power plants and industries 
of Russia, even on a part time basis, 


would be required to produce.the coal. 

Probably Moscow 1s véry little nearer | 
to large supplies of wood than any big 
American city. Imagine what labor 
and transportation problems would be 
involved if we were forced to operate 
our power plants with wood,’and soft 
wood at that. 

There is sound reason for ‘using 
wood. It is necessary. The disman- 
tling and flooding of the southern Rus- 
sian coal mines by Denikin and those 
who operated with him was an attempt 
at sabotage and revenge designed to 
weaken and overthrow the present 
government. 

Moscow Streets Orderly. 

The streets of Moscow are orderly. 
except for occasional unarmed soldiers 
strolling along among the pedestrians, 
and the few policemen who have rifles 
slung over their shoulders, there is no 
evidence that Russia has so recently 
been at war and is even now surround- , 
ed by designing enemies.

Women Clean the Streets. 


The buildings in Moscow are old and 
the streets are paved with uneven cob- | 
bles. This gives the city an untidy ap- 
pearance, although the street are scru- 
pulously clean under the careful minis- 
trations of the street cleaners, who, in- 
cidentally, are women. 


The trolley cars of Moscow are free, 
but one must have a worker's card in 
order to ride, and these tickets are only 
to be had by workers who must use 
the cars to travel from their homes to 
their work. During the day the cars 


aré not crowded, but at the rush hour 
they are jammed, much like our own 
at that hour.

A CURE FOR HIGH RENTS. 


Encouragement for Chicago tenants, and in- 
cidentally for all residents of the city, such as has 
not been met with in several years is that con- 
tained in the August report of building permits, 
which shows plans for a greater number of new 
buildings than have been projected in the same 
month for seven years. Permits have been issued 


new residences and 195 new apartment houses 
which will provide homes for 900 familles. 
The sudden increase in building probably is due 


driving many persons to put up their own ,homes. 
Another is the reduction in costs of building ma- 
terial. Another is revelation of building graft and 
conspiracy by the Dailey commission and the in- 
dictment of{,many alleged crooks, which is believed 
to have reduced this artificlal barrier to construc- 
tion. Still another is the sane view of Judge 
Landis as arbitrator of the building trades wage 
and working conditions issue, which has indicated 
a finding which will produce better construction at 
less labor ¢ost. | 


Whatever the reasons, the result is a matter for 
general congratulation. It will provide more and 


mands, give employment to thousands of men in 
the material supply and construction businesses, 
and generally assist in restoration of prosperity. 

This, after all, is the proper method of overcom.- 
ing the high rent evil. The set of rules promulgated 
by the Appellate court of New York, which would 
allow magistrates to limit rent profits: to 10 per 
cent, may be of advantage in checking extortion 
by greedy landlords, but it will never stimulate 
construction. A family crowded into the rear half 
of a six room apartment may pay $10 a month less 
for its accommodations under these rules, but it 
will never find more commodious quarters, because 
such quarters will not be built if the possibility of 
profit upon them is to be thus strictly limited. 

As THE TRIBUNE has said hefore, there is but. 
one logica| method of reducing rents, and that is: 
to increase building. The figures give us hope 
that a start is now about to be made in this direc- 
tion. If this is the case Chicago tenants may give 
thanks that no such restrictive laws as those 
operative in New York passed our last legislature. 
Our problems are to be solved, on a more perma- 
nent basis. The growth of Chicago will prove it 
while New York is beimg held back by bickering in 
court. | 


CO-OPERATIVE MILK 
MARKETING. 


Dairy farmers, dissatisfied with the 2 cents a 
quart reduction in milk allowed to Chicago con- 
sumers by the big milk distributors, are planning 
an independent distributing company to deliver 
milk here at 10 cents a quart, according to Russell 
J. Poole, ¢ity high cost expert, who has been con. 
ferring with them. we 

We hope the farmers will develop their plan 
and make it effective. There iss too much of a 
“ spread”” ‘at present in prices of many food com- 
modities between the source of production and the 
consumer’s table. This spread adds so greatly to 
the retail. cost of food supplies that while the 


the consumer can find no corresponding reduction 
in his food bills. Ask any housewife. 

The only way in which this disadvantage of low 
prices can be overcome for the farmer is to in- 
crease his sales. The only way in which his sales 
can be increased is to make it possible by reduced 
retail prices for the consumer to buy more. This 
is what the farmers attempted to do by accepting 
a voluntary reduction of 80 cents a pundred pounds 
in the price of their milk. 

When the distributors fail to support them in 
this effort to expand their market beyond a flat 
reduction of approximately the same amount to 
consumers, with no corresponding effort to reduce 
either their own delivery costs or their profits to 
stimulate business, the farmers see their temporary 
sacrifice to be almost in vain. It is logical, there- 
fore, that they should seek to extend their reduc- 
tion in price to the consumer to the greatest pos- 
sible lengths by installing their own delivery 

The experiment will be of value whether success- 
ful or otherwise. It will give them training in 
codperation and marketing problems, which may 
well apply to other features of their production.

VIOLENT CRIMES AND SLOW 
JUSTICE. 


Edwin W) Sims, president of the Ch go crime. 
commission, discussed crime and punishment be- 
fore the convention of the American Bar associa- 
tion. It is the belief of nearly every one who 
has studied American methods of déaling with 
-criminals that the slowness of justice in trials is 


, in effect a partial condoning of crime and has 
fas its consequence an increase iff it. That is what 
«Mr. Sims told the association. 

It is a fact that in 1919 there were more murders 
in Chicago than there were in the British isles. It 
is also a fact that a murderer in Great Britain 
is on trial in about sixty days and that in Amer- 
ican cities there seldom is a trial under ninety days. 
and in many cases the delay runs much longer. 

The consequence of this is to separate the trial 
from the criminal act. They do not stand in the 
relation of retribution to misdeed, of punishment 
to crime. The first success of the criminal and 
the first failure of justice is in the delay. That 
represents, in criminal reasoning, a preliminary 
be&ting of the law. It is unable to bring about an 
immediate trial. The inference is that it will be 
unable to bring about a successful one. 

The criminal accepts the probability that the 
law can be beaten as a guide to his actions. That 
guide encourages rather than discourages him. It 
is not necessary that he shall reason out deliber-

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THE CARE OF THE FREE TEXT 
BOOK. 


Chicago, Aug. 30.—The early establish- 
ment of a system of free. text books in 
the state of Illinois presents to those 


upon whom the care of these books.shall 
devolve a problem which hag hitherto re- 
ceived too little attention in our public 
schools—i. e., the proper use and care of 
school books. .One has but-to examine a 
set of text books which has been in use 
a single year to realize that one most 
important thrift lesson, the care of prop- 
erty, is still unlearned. 

The first step in teaching this 
lesson is an understanding on the part of 
pupils of the need of such a system and 
of the generous impulse that. led to its 
establishment. Such an act on the part 
of one’s state calls for a grateful re- 
sponse from those who receive the most 
benefit therefrom ; and in no way can our 
young citizens better sHow their appre- 
ciation of these favors than by a loyal 
adherence to those rules which help to 
preserve the valuable property intrusted 
to their care. Habitually clean hands, a 
well fitted. double cover of cloth® and 
paper, the light lifting of leaves, and the 
careful support of the bindings of heavy 
books are points which, if carefully ob- 
served, will result in enormous saving of 
the state’s funds. 

Despite all that can be done in the way 
of training to careful habits, there will 
be more or less need of a light penalty for 
injuring a book. In some cities a small 
fine is imposed for each injury, such as 
excessiyely soiled pages or cover, torn 
leaves or turned corners, missing leaves, 
defacement, broken bindings, and lost 
books. 

The thrift lessons can be still further 
emphasized by the appointment of mend- 
ing committees. The pupils thus serving 
should be good hand workers and should 
be trained in simple methods of mending 
books. A small equipment, consisting of 
adhesive tissue, bookbinders’ cloth, 
thread, needles, and glue, would take 
care of the ordinary needs of a text book 
library and save many dollars by extend- 
ing the period of service of the books.
